Goals of the Needs Assessment  
DCA commissioned the Needs Assessment in 2021 and the final report is expected to be completed in 

2022. The primary goals underlying the Needs Assessment are to:  

 

1. Identify unmet housing needs across Georgia 

2. Understand barriers to meeting unmet housing needs  

 

The consultants selected to implement the Needs Assessment are developing the final report by 

investigating the above two goals by type of housing need in different contexts (e.g., investigating unmet 

homeownership needs and barriers within the context of rural areas).  

 

Purpose of the Needs Assessment Public Forums  
The Needs Assessment involves both quantitative and qualitative information gathering. The largest 

component of the qualitative investigations is a series of forums open to any member of the public.
